Salvage Section of the Admiralty. 
To this department had been en- 
trusted the task of clearing the 
“ Belgian harbours, and the ro- 
moval of the Vindictive from the 
fairway at Ostend marks practic- 
ally the completion of the work. 
At the outbreak of the war no 
“Admiralty salvage organization 
exiated, but the need of such a 
department became preasing. and 
early in 1916 the.Lords of the 
Admiralty called in Captain F. 
W. Young as Naval Salvage 
Adviser to form such a section 
-and to take charge of it. Captain 
Young. who had been for 30 
years engaged in salvage work 
inthe intarests of underwriters, 
being chief surveyor tothe Live: 
pool. Salvage Association, was 
afterwards given the rank of 
commodore in tha Royal Naval 
Reserve, which position he now 
holds. Befora the formation of 
the Salvage Section the naval 
authorities had availed them- 
salves of his assistance. He 
carried through plans for guard- 
ing our ports against enemy sub- 
marines, and he made safe an- 
chorages where no such an- 
chorsges had existad before. 
The Salvsge Section was fazm- 
ed principally of the ships. 
officers, and men of tke Liver- 
pool Salvage Association, which 
were taken over, while all other 
salvage companies in the United 
om were also placed under 
the charge of Captain Young, 
with a experienced in 
salvage operations: In addi- 
tion, old composite gunboats, 
eepecially snitabls for the 
purpose, ware quickly converted 
into salvage vessels and equipped 
with every salving device that 
experience could suggest. so that 
within s short time the Admiralty 
had the fines: salvage plant in 
existence. The section proved 
its valve almost at once, although 
it was not until the submarine 
Tmengce was at its heigbt that it 
tendered its most valusble 
service. 


FIGHTISG THE U-BOAT. 


Much was done by the section 
in helping to defest the U-boat 
campaign by sslving torpedoed 
merchantmen. It scarcely need
